Before she was

child! en and when pursued by the au- 
thorities, hid away in a lumber pile 
land refused at fiist to come out, claim- 
Ing- that the pile of lumber was her 
castle and that she had the right to 
remain in It unmolested by those who 
were attempting her capture. 


She had wandered about the desert 


until she was almost exhausted and 
the state of her malady was aggrava- 
ted fiom 
continued 
suffering 
and 


thirst 
When finally captured, dhe 


was placed in chaige of a train ciew 
and taken to Hawthorne where she 
will be examined for insanity 


It appeals that the woman boarded 


a train on the Carson &. Colorado line 
yesterday morning without a cent on 
her pei son with the avowed purpose 
of seeking 
hei foitune 
in the gold 


mines near Goldfield 
When the con- 


ductor aproached her for her fare, she 
talked Incoheiently though giving him 
to undeistand that -when she should) 
make her fortune in the gold fields she 
would retuin and pay him 


At Luning, a number of miles east 


of Hawthorne, she was ejected fiom 
the tiain 
The people of that place, 


not knowing the facts, paid no atten- 
tion to the unfortunate woman. She 
stiuck out in the supposed direction 
of the gold" fields, "wandering several 
miles into the desert.
